Draws Fire in Talk 


on Labor Problems 


Demo McCormack 
Says 


Plan is to Break 


Unions Down 


Washington, Jan. 26— (AP)— 


The Republican party, General 
Motors and striking CIO Auto- 
workers all were charged today 
with contributing to the troubled 
labor situation. 


Rep. McCormack of Massachus- 


etts, house Democratic leader, 
claimed the GOP was backing 
"big business" in a campaign to 
"break the unions." 


Senator Morse 
(R-Ore) 
said 


the GM strike looked to him as 
if both sides "simply want to_ 
slug it out" without any interfer- 
ence from congress. 


The senate labor committee, of 


which Morse is a member, sought 
further information on the Gen- 
eral Motors deadlock by calling 
Walter Reuther, youthful boss of 
the Auto Workers who walked 
out nine weeks ago. 


Blames GOP, Business 


McCormack made his attack on 


tte Republican party in a radio 
address last night, asserting that 
the people "can already identify 
the forces that have brought the 
wheels of industry to a stop. 


"Yes, the Republican party has 


long ago given the nod to big 
business, has long ago said: 'Go 
ahead and break the unions as 
you broke them after World war 
I. 
Crush them, fell them and 


let the consequences descend up- 
on America where they may.' " 


Morse used the "slug-it-out" 


summary in giving a reporter his 
appraisal of the GM strike situa- 
tion. He based it on the lengthy 
testimony given the labor com^ 
mittee yesterday by C. E. Wilson, 
president of General Motors, and 
R. J. Thomas, president of the 
UAW-CIO- They testified on the 
proposed fact-finding bill. 


"Apparently both sides in this 


strike are opposed to any labor 
legislation by congress," Morse 
said. 


Both witnesses ran into trouble 


when they told the 
committee 


they thought this is no time for 
congress or the government to 
step into the strike that Thomas 
said was costing 150,000 union 
members more than $1,000,000 
daily in wages. 


Calls \Yilson Evasive 


Senators Morse and Ellender 


'(D-La) said Wilson was "evas- 
ive" as committee members tried 
to elicit suggestions for ending 
the labor turmoil. 


"Wilson evaded and hedged on 


many issues," Morse told 
the 


committee. 


Thomas testified he believed 


that when President Truman of- 
fered the fact-finding bill with 
its "cooling off" period before 
strikes he "stepped into" a "well- 
planned trap." 


Thomas said that Auto Work- 


ers had been "cooling off" all 
during the war and during long 
negotiations that preceded the 
strike. 
He added that now they 


are "freezing outside gates of 
General Motors plants all over 
the country while General Motors 
is heating the press and heating 
up congress" for anti-strike legis- 
lation. 


If congress wanted/to do some- 


thing, Thomas suggested it order 
a, complete investigation into what 
he termed is a "general conspir- 
acy to destroy labor unions." 


Thomas also asked repeal of 


existing- tax law provisions which 
he said will allow General Mo- 
tors to reach back for S100.000, 
000 of taxes paid in order "to 
finance strike-breaking" even if 
it fails to lose money this year.

Ban on Religious 


Study Is Refused 


Urbana, HI., Jan. 26—(AP)—A 


three-judge Circuit court today re- 
fused to ban non-sectarian classes 
in religious education from 
the 


public schools of adjacent Cham- 
paign. 


The attempt to halt the classes 


was made by Mrs. Vashti McCol- 
lum, wife of a University of Illi- 
nois professor and mother of three 
young children.

was 


heard in September without a 
jury. 


She alleged her 
eldest son, 


James Terry, 10, a fifth grade pu- 
pil, was embarrassed by being the 
only child in his room not taking 
the courses. She alleged further 
that time from regular school sub- 
jects was lost because of the in- 
struction and that as a taxpayer, 
she objected to having classes 
taught in school buildings main- 
tained by tax funds. 


The decision declared: "Believ- 


ing as we do that no constitution- 
al or statutory rights of the re- 
lator (Mrs. McCollum) have been 
violated by the Champaign system 
of religious education as it is con- 
ducted according to testimony in 
the record, the petition for manda- 
mus will be denied".

Miami, Fla., Jan. 26—(AP)— 


Return of John L. Lewis to the 
American Federation of Labor 
was regarded by AFL leaders to- 
day as good for them, but bad 
for the CIO. 


Lewis left the AFL 10 years ago 


in a row with his formation of 
the Committee for Industrial Or- 
ganization. 
In 1942, he quit the 


CIO and yesterday he completed 
the circuit by taking his United 
Mine Workers back to the parent 
federation. He paid dues for 600,- 
000 members. 


The man with the bristling 


brows who came up from the 
Iowa coal pits was welcomed back 
to the federation at the mid-win- 
ter session of the executive coun- 
cil yesterday. He was given the 
vacancy on the 15-man council 
and was appointed 13th vice-pres- 
ident. 


May Succeed Green 


One of the AFL's most influen- 


tial leader who was not always a 
friend of the miners' boss, said 
his return to the federation prob- 
ably "is going to be very health- 
ful." 


He suggested there were "still 


quite a few CIO union members 
who have a feeling of respect for 
Lewis and might follow him back 
to the AFL." 


Another top AFL leader re- 


marked: 


"Look out, CIO!" 
A third AFL leader, one of the 


most far-sighted on the executive 
council, 
suggested 
that 
Lewis 


eventually might become head of 
the federation, succeeding to the 
post now held by Green. 


The federation will hold 
its 


first convention in 't%vo years in 
Chicago next October.

The AFL Progressive Mine Work- 
ers of America will convene in 
Springfield, 111., to "decide wheth- 
er to accept the AFL verdict" re- 
admitting John L. Lewis and his 
United 
Mine Workers 
to 
the 


American Federation of Labor. 


Rebuffed in his smaller union's 


long fight against Lewis, Presi- 
dent John Marchiando of the Pro- 
gressives 
said 
the convention 


would be called quickly but he 
set no date. 


AFL president William Green 


said the status quo might be 
maintained for the Progressives, 
who have held the AFL mine 
charter since 1938, after 
their 


bloody 1932 schism from the Unit- 
ed Mine Workers. 


Green 
said 
the 
Progressives 


would remain chartered and would 
continue to exercise jurisdiction 
in the area where the smaller 
union holds contracts. The bulk 
oft them are in Illinois, with a 
few in Indiana and Kentucky. 


The Progressives will "not be 


compelled to go back into the 
UMW," 
Green said. 


He said he thought the dual af- 


filiation by the two rival mine 
unions would be permanent and 
that their relationship could be 
maintained without friction. 


Marchiando Turned Down 


The AFL readmitted Lewis and 


his 500,000 United Miners yester- 
day, turning a cold shoulder on 
Marchiando's vigorous opposition. 
The Progressives' president and 
his predecessors for the last sev- 
eral years have been fighting the 
readmission with main emphasis 
on the contention that it would 
violate the AFL constitution. 


The Progressives contend the 


AFL constitution provides that 
when a charter is held by one 
federation 
union, 
that 
union's 


written consent is required be- 
fore a rival organization may be 
chartered. The Progressives have 
sought to retain exclusive AFL 
jurisdiction over miners. 


AFL 
sources 
estimated 
the 


Progressives have 35,000 members, 
but Illinois United Miner 
offi- 


cials and some Progressive leaders 
have said the smaller mine union's 
list of dues-paying members has 
shrunk to between 15,000 and 17,-

Three Federal court judges have 
signed an order as the final legal 
step in the 
government's 
civil 


anti-trust suit against the Asso- 
ciated Press! 


The order, which will be filed 


formally later, stayed onfe injunc- 
tion in the court's original judg- 
ment and lifted three others. 


Judges Learned Hand, Augus- 


tus N. Hand and Thomas W. Swan 
of the U. S. Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals signed the order. 


The government 
consented to 


the order, which followed action 
of AP members last Nov. 28 in 
amending 
the 
association's by- 


laws to eliminate consideration of 
competitive factors in voting up- 
on applicants 
for 
membership. 


Amending the 
by-laws brought 


them into 
conformity 
with the 


court's decree. 


Under the decree, filed Jan. 13, 


1944, 
the Associated Press was 


restrained from observing by-laws 
under which members might con- 
sider the competitive ability of an 
applicant for membership. 


Provisions Stayed 


Yesterday's order stayed that 


provision "so long as the by-laws 
of the Associated Press as amend- 
ed on Nov. 28, 1945. remain in 
effect and so long as the by-laws 
are controlling over any contract 
that may be entered into between 
the Associated Press and any of 
its members". 


The order also terminated three 


other provisions of the court's 
original judgment which: 


Enjoined observance of by-laws 


under which (l)~the AP withholds 
itr new report from newspapers 
owned by other than AP members 
and 
12) restricted AP members 


and their employes from furnish- 
ing local news of spontaneous ori- 
gin gathered by them to persons 
other than the AP and its mem- 
bers. 


Cancelled the exclusive provis- 


ions of the news agreement be- 
tween the Associated Press and 
the Canadian Press. 


In its original decrees, the court 


"said that if the by-laws 
were 


amended 
the 
Associated 
Press 


cculd apply for 
modification or 


termination of these three pro- 
visions. 


Prices Rise if Wages 


Do, GM Leader Says 


Washington, Jan. 26—(AP) — 


President E. C- Wilson of General 
Motors testified that ''if you want 
higher wages paid you arc going 
to have to have higher prices".

Horrid Words 


The long and distinguished his- 


tory of the United States Congress 
is "smirched here and there by 
doings unworthy of that eminent 
body" There have been one or two 
canings. a few fist fights, and 
some rather nasty name-callings. 
But we venture to guess that none 
of these shocked the members! 
thmselves so much as an incident 
which took place just the other! 
day. 


The culprit in the matter was 


Rep. William Thorn, an Ohio Dem- 
ocrat. In the course of some other- 
wise innocuous remarks he re-, 
ferred to Senator Taft as—and we 
shudder to repeat it—"Senator 
Taft". 


Naturally this threw the House 


into a dither. A Republican mem- 
ber jumped to Ms feet to inquire 
whether it was in accordance with 
the rules to "mention the name of 
a member of another body". 


Acting Speaker McCormack re- 


sponded with this opinion which, if 
accurately reported, must set a 
new House record for qualifying 
phrases in one sentence: "Speak- 
ing only for myself, in general, the 
names of members of the other 
body are. in my opinion, in most 
instances not used on the House 
floor". 


Neither Mr. McCormack nor any 


of his colleagues could open a book 
to the official ruling which makes 
S-n-t-r a horrid word. But that 
didn't matter. It was like asking 
someone to find the official rule 
Drohibiting a man from tucking 
his napkin into his collar at a 
formal dinner. Everyone present 
knew that it just isn't done. 


Why? Tradition, probably—in- 


herited from the English like our 
sailor's uniform. Anyway, there is 
probably no worse ir>sult possible 
to_ a congressman than to have 
one of his colleagues refer to him 
by his proper name while the body 
of which he is a member is in ses- 
sion. 


Such a statement as "the learn- 


ed senator from So-and-So is a 
blackguard and a scoundrel" might 
distress the person in question only 
slightly. But if a colleague should 
arise and say to him. "Senator 
Blowhard. we admire you and the 
people love you", it would be a 
slap in the face. 


Even the use of the second per- 


son is frowned on in addressng a 
colleague. It's always "Will the 
gentleman yield?" or "I thank the 
senator". To utter just a plain 
"Thank you" during congressional 
working hours would be about like 
introducing the adjective "bloody"

",on of the government. 


The government can do sever- 
al things. 


1. If .the management is willing 


:o cooperate with the government 
it just continues to manage as it 
did in the past, except that the 
"overnment is supervisor. 


Which 
means. 
Management 


pays the wages, as it always did, 
out of its income and keeps any 
profits it makes after paying ex- 
penses. 


This is what happened when the

2. If the management refuses 
to cooperate with the government 
the government puts in its own 
staff of managers.

stake driven into a garden patch 
overlooking the small cove where 
the first British Redcoats landed 
more than a century ago on the 
barren island that was to become 
the empire's jewel colony in the 
Far East 


Japanese 
guards 
drove that 


weathered stake into the ground 
after beheading Chester Bennett 
and 32 other prisoners convicted 
of "crimes against the Japanese 
imperial 
government''. 
They 


planted potatoes on the grave as 
a last touch of contempt. 


They accused Bennett of espion- 


gge and smuggling money into 
Stanley Bay internment camp so 
that several thousand European 
civilians held there could buy ex- 
tra rations—food that saved the 
lives of many prisoners. 


"The Japs were right on both 


counts", said Marcus Da Silva. 
Portuguese attorney who worked 
with Bennett and himself narrow- 
ly escaped death. 
"But they 


couldn't actually prove that he 
v>as guilty. 
They finally killed 


him on suspicion." 


Bennett didn't undertake 
his 


war tasks with the idea of becom- 
ing" a hero, or making a profit. He 
was just a fat man with a big 
heart and a sense of adventure. 
He always had liked to do favors 
for people.

"I believe he was an aviatoi 


during the last war and just felt 
that when the chance came for

Bennett was a heavy set, broad 


shouldered man with a large face 
under thinning hair.

c.sco. The photo on the passport 
shows a heavy featured face with 
keen, friendly eyes. 


Like most Americans who make 


their careers in the Far East, he 
had come originally only for a 
visit. He was a Hollywood photo- 
grapher and small scale producer 
and his assignment when he ar- 
rived 12 years ago was to look in- 
to the possibilities- of wild animal 
pictures in the orient.

But he fell under the spell of Hong 


Kong and decided to stay. 
He 


had fallen in love, too, with Elsa 
Soares, a flame-haired girl of Por- 
tuguese and Irish descent whose 
father was a justice of the peace.

convention work for private em- 
ployers on specified types of jobs 
The employers pay the prevailing 
wage but only 80 cents per day 
is. given to the prisoner, the re- 
mainder being turned over to the 
federal government.

East Alton 


Three of the veterans were em- 


ployed by Olm two years before

The 


non-vetei ans 
claimed protection 


under seniority provisions of an 
AFL union contract with the com- 
pany. 


Answeimg the veterans' con- 


tention that the Selective Service 
>ct compelled their reinstatement 
in jobs thev left to enter military 
service, 
legaidless of 
seniority 


and workers displaced, the opinion 
said. 


Would Be Undue .Vantage 
"To hold that the veteran has 


gamed the right to advance over 
older employes far 
beyond 
his 


years of service, including his per- 
iod of military service, would be 
to give him an undue advantage 
over other workmen". 


"A different construction", the 


opinion added, "would most cer- 
tainly create such an unrest and 
upheaval in industrial relations as 
vould retard economic iccovery 
and be of no lasting benefit to 
anyone, including the veteran. 


Judge Bnggle held the Selec- 


tive Service Act provided that the 
veteran was to get his job back 
if it existed, "not to get the job 
of another with longer years of 
service". 


Holds Jobs "Temporary" 


Under the act, his opinion said, 


'mployers must restore veterans 
to their old positions or one of 
like seniority, status and pay "un- 
less the employer's circumstances 
have so changed as to make it 
impossible or unreasonable to do 
so". 


In the cases of three veterans, 


Judge Bnggle held their jobs were 
created by war expanded opera- 
tions at the Olm plant, and there- 
fore were temporary. 
He cited 


figures showing Olm employed 11,- 
926 workers in 1943. and only 4,- 
369 in September, 1945. A total 
of 3.459 employes entered service 
between 1940 and 1945. 


The case of the fourth veteran 


involved a permanent position, but 
the opinion said it would be "un- 
reasonable in view of 
the 
em- 


ployers' changed condition" to re- 
quue his reinstatement in the job 
his former supervisor now holds.
